GENERAL COMMENTS

The undersigned inspector was accompanied by John Whitehead (DOGM), Tom
Munson (DOGM), and Gerald Hansen (CO-0OP) on this partial inspection. Mine
site conditions were dry, however, a light intermittent rain was falling
during the inspection. Two NOV's wvere terminated at the closeout, one by
Tom Munson (#88-29-1-1) and the other by the undersigned inspector
(88-30-3-1). The abatement work for both NOV’s has been satisfactorily
completed.

PERMITS:

The operator is reminded of a pending November 14, 15988 response date for
the Mid-Term Review and the Lease Addition, the latter at the discretion
of the operator.

DIVERSIONS

1. As stated above, the abatement work for two NOV’s has been completed,
specifically, the Hiawatha drainage and the establishment of
disturbed/undisturbed drainages by the No. 1 and Hiawatha portals.

2. The culvert inlet area by upper road junction has been bermed and
rock has been placed to keep vehicles from running over the area.

SEDIMENT PONDS:

Pond A is still being cleaned and is now about 6@% completed. HMNr. Hansen
hopes to have the pond fully cleaned before the onset of winter to
alleviate spring runoff problems.

OTHER SEDIMENT CONTROL MEASURES.

1. A silt fence should be installed either at the culvert inlet or
outlet of culvert C-6U. (above 2nd road junction) to enhance
the collective systen.

2. The silt fence upstream from culvert C-7U (at road junction above coal
storage area) needs cleaning.

3. The silt fence above culvert C-9U (by warehouse/bathouse) needs
further work. It was suggested to increase the length of the material
and fan the fencing upstream to prevent future problems.

1, The ballfield has been seeded but it vas not apparent 1f the area had
been ripped, disced, or prepared to any extent. A berm or silt
fencing needs to be established along the South-Eastern edge adjacent
to the backstop.

If possible, some consideration should be given tcwards seeding the
outslope bank at the upper yard. Although steep, some vegetation
might establish and increase the stability of the slope.
